Key-Points of the CBRN CoE Initiative 
A coordinated strategy for CBRN risk mitigation 

The creation of the CBRN Centres of Excellence (CoE) aims at implementing a coordinated strategy for 
CBRN risk mitigation at the International, regional and national levels. The origin of the risk can be criminal 
(proliferation, theft, sabotage and illicit trafficking), accidental (industrial catastrophes, in particular chemical 
or nuclear, waste treatment and transport) or natural (mainly pandemics). The CBRN CoE initiative 
supports, at national and regional levels, the reinforcement of the institutional capacity needed to fight 
against this risk.
